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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
James Denaro on April 6, 2006. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 3, line 6, after "said transfer interval;" 

-wherein determining the transfer interval further comprises:-- has been inserted. 

Claim 4, line 1, "said step of has been deleted. 

Claim 9, line 6, after "said transfer interval;" 

-wherein determining the transfer interval further comprises:- has been inserted. 

Claim 10, line 1, "said step of has been deleted. 

2. Claims 3, 4, 9, and 10 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art, Blackketter of the record teaches a method for inserting trigger into 
television broadcast signal comprising receiving a time attribute value indicative of future time 
when the trigger is to be executed, determining transfer interval of trigger (during time period 
1 103) and inserting the trigger into the television broadcast signal at a time prior to the further 
time by a certain amount of time. Blackketter fails to teach or fairly suggest the limitations 
"wherein detemriining the transfer interval further comprises determining a file size of said 
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asynchronous data; determining a data transfer rate for said asynchronous data; dividing said 
file size by said data transfer rate to calculate a duration; determining a ratio of data stream 
bandwidth available for transfer of said asynchronous data and modifying said duration by 
multiplying said duration by the inverse of said ratio" as recited in claims 3 and 9.
